“RECOGNITION” OF NAT. GUARD mate of appropriations, calling for $2,000, 


NE of the routine activities of the 

National Guard Bureau is the pass- 
ing upon of applications for “Federal rec- 
ognition” of new National Guard officers 
or of officers who have been promoted to 
higher rank. Yet that routine is in no 
small measure responsible for the satis 
factory progress in combat efficiency of 


the National Guard, of which General 
Malin Craig, retiring Chief of Staff, 


made mention in his annual report July 1. 
“Recognitions” themselves are not new. 
They date back to the old Militia Bu- 
reau, but it was only after the World 
War that real meaning was given to the 
recognition, so that a National Guard 
officer now, despite his part-time service, 
is uniformly a competent citizen-soldier. 
For “Federal recognition” means more 
than that an officer has been put on the 
Federal payroll for 48 drill nights and 
15 days in camp each year. It means that 
he has passed strict mental, professional, 
physical and moral tests, or has success 
fully completed military school or Army 
extension courses in lieu of the profes 
sional examination. 

What is this Federal 
former Judge Advocate General of the 
Army has defined it in these words: 
“Federal recognition is the action of the 
Federal government in acknowledging 
and recording that personnel and organi 
zations are qualified components of the 
Army of the United States under Federal 
laws and regulations.” 

Recognition is extended to active Na- 
tional Guard units established as part of 
“a State’s allotment, led by qualified offi 
cers, fully organized according to the pre 
scribed tables, possessing an armory pro 
vided by the State and storage space for 
the equipment with which it is entrusted 
by the Federal government. It is person- 
ally extended only to officers who have 
posts in functioning organizations (ac- 
tive National Guard), or to officers who 
have had posts in such organizations, but 
who have been transferred from active 
duty (inactive National Guard). An in 
active officer must be filling a bona-fide 
war-time vacancy, either in his late unit 
or in a “paper” unit. There are between 
800 and 900 of these inactive National 
Guard officers recognized. 

The nearly 1,800 enlisted men in the 
National Guard who hold commissions in 
the National Guard of the United States 
under five-year tenures are not recognized 
because, though they are filling war va 
cancies, they have no peace-time assign 
ments as officers. 

Basis for the system of extending rec- 
ognitions is the Constitution which pro 
vides for Congress’ “organizing, arming, 
and disciplining, the Militia, and for gov 
erning such part of them as may be em- 
ployed in the service of the United States, 
reserving to the States respectively, the 
appointment of the officers.”

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In an attempt to break up what he 
termed the “hierarchy” of the Navy, Rep 
resentative Carl Vinson, chairman of the 
Ilouse Naval Affairs committee, opened 
hearings this week on his bill to limit 
the amount of time officers may spend in 
Washington. 

Representative Vinsou declared, in the 
course of the hearings, that during the 
entire 20 years of his service on the Naval 
Committee he has observed the constant 
rotation of a group of officers in and out 
of Washington. This group, he declared, 
has left its impression on every piece of 
Naval legislation enacted by Congress 
and has been the cause of the — 
troubles that have plagued the Navy. 

Rear Adm. C. W. Nimitz, chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, replied that only 
one percent of the officers on duty in 
Washington are “repeaters.” Mr. Vinson 
caustically remarked, “Well, they repeat 
so fast that in my 20 years on the com 
mittee T have seen them come back here 
so often that they le —~ their earmark on

In transmitting the estimate, the Presi 
dent said, “The Second Deticiency Act, 
1938, contained an appropriation under 
the head ‘Aviation Navy, fiscal year Toa 
of $500,000 toward the construction of 
such airship. Due to unpredictable cir 
cumstances contract for a rigid airship 
could not be placed before June 30, 1039, 
and, therefore, said appropriation of 
$500,000 has ceased to be available for 
obligation. It is the plan of the Navy De 
partment to proceed with the construc 
tion of a rigid airship and this estimate 
for an appropriation of $300,000, together 
with a — authorizing the Secre 
tary of the Navy to incur additional obli 
gations not to exceed $1,700,000, is. re 
quired toward the commencement of such 
construction during the fiscal year 140." 

The dirigible for which the supple 
mental estimate was sent up this week 
would be identical with the one projected 
when funds were allocated last year. It 
would be 350 feet long and have a capa 
city of one million cubie feet. Admittedly 
only a stopeap to larger construction, 
Navy ollicials are hopeful that pronounced 
success With the airship if appropriated 
for will lead to more extensive develop 
ment, 

The President’s action this week is a 
complete reversal of his stand on the 
dirigible question since a White Tlouse 
press conference during the week of Muay 
20, 1930, at which the President stated 
flatly that there would be no dirigible 
construction for the Navy. 

Just from what quarter the new im 
petus on lighter-than-air construction has 
arisen is diflicult to say. The Navy De 
partment has maintained silence since the 
rejection of bids asked for under last 
year’s $500,000 appropriation. Consider 
able speculation and confusion sur 
rounded the rejected bids. In a rather 
unusual procedure, one company sub

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Still deadlocked over the Woodring 
plan, the minority group of the House 
Military Affairs Committee and Brig.

Not only the Army but the nation’s newspapers as well, extended farewell 
greetings to General Malin Craig, who retired July 1 as Chief of Staff of the Army, 
and cried, “Well done!”

that he would “practice keeping my mouth shut.” 


The Verre Haute, Ind. Star comments, “As General Malin Craig leaves his 
military career behind him, he shows that he is not only an officer and a gentle- 
man in the best traditions of the military service, but that he is a wise man to boot. 

“With 45 years of strenuous and distinguished service behind him, General 
Craig has well earned the retirement which a grateful country affords him. The 
Philippines, China, France and Panama have seen this American soldier in action, 
und the present American Army feels his imprint as the man under whose leader 
ship it has ‘grown up’ during the past four years and become ready for the further 
growth which the world situation demands.”

General Dawes’ Journal of 


Reparations 

Der Fuehrer and his advisers, who are 
beset with financial and economic diffi- 
culties, would learn a lesson from = the 
past should they read “A Journal 
of Reparations,” (MacMillan and Com 
pany, Limited) written by General 
Charles G. Dawes, Chairman, First Com 
mittee of Experts of the Reparations 
Commission, 

Reparations today are history, but fol 
lowing the World War they were a burn- 
ing issue, the crux, indeed, of the chaotic 
political, financial and economic situation 
of Kurope. They also were of serious con- 
cern to the United States from credit, 
markets and humanitarian points of view. 
From the time of the signature of the 
Versailles Treaty, a Reparation Commis 
sion had been struggling in an at 
mosphere of hate and suspicion to deal 
with the problem. Meanwhile, the Ger 
man people steadily sank into the abyss 
of insolvency, and because nations are in- 
terdependent, their peoples, too, became 
more and more affected, and as Secretary 
of State Hughes said at the time, the 
trans-oceanic United States could not 
escape the injurious consequences of a 
failure to effect a settlement. It was upon 
the Secretary's suggestion that the prob 
lem was referred to a Committee of x 
perts, to be considered from an economic 
rather than a political viewpoint. Upon 
this committee were designated General 
Dawes and Owen 1).

Commenting on General Craig’s report, the New York Times says, “Distinguished 
by clarity of thought and precision of phrase, the report of the Chief of Staff of 
the Army is General Craig's valedictory on the eve of his retirement from the service 
he has loved and served so well these 45 vears. The retiring Chief of Staff has 
used the occasion to recapitulate the state of readiness of the Army, to detail those 
things which have been done, and to define those things which he believes remain 
to be done. 

“With General Craig’s desire for the acquisition of a wartime reserve of critical 
items of armament and equipment there can be little disagreement, and with his appeal 
for the transformation of the Regular Army into a mobile, well-trained force avail 
able for ‘instant’ action there can be no dispute in principle. The Army of today is 
far from any such state of readiness; a force such as General Craig describes 
(though not necessarily of five divisions) is essential to our scheme of defense. 
But it is questionable whether the mere addition of more men would provide such 
a force; indeed, it is questionable whether more men are needed for this purpos. A 
further increase in the Army, coming as the suggestion does on the heels of the 
greatest peacetime appropriations for national defense in history, is not justified 
if more economical and equally satisfactory means of achieving the same result can 
be found. It would seem that a considerably more economical Army, certainly one 
more efficient and better trained, might be created by a thorough administrative 
and tactical reorganization, the abolition of many small Army posts, the transfer of 
many desks now staffed by Army personnel to civil service employees, the merging of 
other overlapping duties, the elimination of much duplication and red tape, and the 
concentration in central training areas for long periods of time of Regular Army 
troops. With much taking of pains a ‘small, seasoned, hard-hitting’ force could 
well be created within the present framework of the Army and without the addi 
tion of more men. 

“General Craig rightly stresses the vaiue of time in preparations for defense ; 
wisely calls attention to the ‘analogous duties and missions’ of the Coast and Field 
Artillery, and invites attention to the possible merging of these two artillery arms.

and the payments on reparations for tive 
years which the Committee had = pro 
nounced within the capacity of Germany 
to pay. It changed for the better, at least 
for a period of years, the condition of 
Kurope.” 

Through the journal runs many figures 
in American and foreign life, General 
Pershing, who at the time was pushing to 
completion his “Reminiscences of the 
World War’; Marshal Foch, who said, 
“in the Central Command TL was handed 
a big sword’; Colonel James A. Logan, 
ir, “to whom the new economic peace 
largely owes its origin”; General Petain, 
and numerous others. Of present interest 
to the Army are the following excerpts 
from a speech which General Dawes 
made on the occasion of a luncheon ten 
dered to him by General Payot, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, 4th Army, during the 
World War:

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The New Chief of Staff 


So smooth has been the transition that 
the taking over of the duties of the top 
ranking office of the Army by Brig. Gen. 
George C. Marshall has occasioned hardly 
a ripple in the work of the War Depart- 
ment. In moving up from deputy to Chief 
of Staff General Marshall has continued 
to push with vigor the important plans 
which he has helped to formulate during 
the past busy year. 

One of his first conferences upon as 
suming his new office was with Maj. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, Chief of the Air Corps, 
on the progress of the Air Forces under 
the expansion program, its plans for get- 
ting the best in fighting aircraft, the best 
weapons, and the best training for its new 
personnel, Bases, also, must have been 
one of the subjects discussed, for Gen- 
eral Marshall stopped at Puerto Rico on 
his way to Brazil and made a thorough 
study and inspection of prospective sites 
in that important department. 

General Marshall, too, has made his 
first appearance before a Congressional 
committee in his capacity as Chief of 
Staff, testifying before the House Mili- 
tary Committee in favor of the Woodring 
age-in-grade plan and urging its adop- 
tion asa “vitalization” measure, He also 
endorsed the proposal to make the com- 
manders of the Four Armies lieutenant 
generals and to appoint them specifically 
to such jobs instead of assigning them by 
seniority from among the Corps Area 
commanders, The committee members 
congratulated General Marshall upon his 
udvancement and were high in’ their 
praise of his concise and pointed testi 
mony. As a matter of fact many of the 
members of the House and Senate have 
called on him to express their gratifica 
tion at his appointment. 

Expressions of satisfaction and appre- 
ciation of the appointment of General 
Marshall also have come from General 
John J. Pershing, general of the armies 
of the United States, whose friendship 
for and admiration of the new chief of 
staff dates back to his work in the World 
War.

He is 
ua very kindly man, and cousiderate of his 
subordinates, Rarely wrong himself, he 
has no fault to find with those who make 
mistakes,” 

General Marshall is a strong supporter 
of the National Guard and Reserve com 
ponents of the defense team and, in turn, 
is greathy admired by them. During his 
tour with the National Guard in Tlinois 
he won hosts of friends who like to know 
him as their chief of staff. 

Despite the huge number of visitors 
Who have been calling upon him to offer 
their congratulations, General Marshall 
has so managed his work that his duties 
seem always to be up-to-date, so much so 
that those who call upon him comment 
that his desk seems always to be cleared. 
But what the visitors do not know is that 
to do this the new chief of staff has been 
coming down to his office at about 7:30 
(clock each morning and working late 
each evening without taking any after- 
hoonus off,

Maj. Gen. Frank Ross McCoy, USA- 
Ret., has been appointed president of the 
Foreign Policy Association, if was an- 
nounced this week by the board of diree 
tors. General McCoy succeeds Raymond 
Leslie Buell, who resigned July 1. 

In announcing the selection of General 
McCoy, Ralph S. Rounds, chairman of the 
board, said: “The Foreign Policy Associ 
ation has turned to a man of wide prae- 
tical experience in international affairs 
who is recognized as one of America’s 
most distinguished — soldier-diplomats. 
While serving continuously in the Army 
for 40 years, General MeCoy has held 
many non-military offices and headed im- 
portant diplomatie missions in which he 
demonstrated outstanding qualities of 
staftesmanship.” 

The Foreign Policy Association was 
founded 20 years ago to spread accurate, 
fectual information on foreign affairs. 
It has approximately 18.000 members and 
maintains branches in 17 cities. Tts head- 
quarters are in New York and a bureau 
is maintained in Washington which pub 
lishes a weekly Washington newsletter 
and fortnightly information service, A 
few months ago its research department 
issued a report on “American Defense 
Policies” prepared by David If. Popper. 
A report on the Philippines is now in 
coarse of preparation by Frederick 'T. 
Merrill of its Washington Bureau. 

Commenting editorially on General 
McCoy's appointment, the Washington 
Post states: 

The F. P. A. is to be congratulated, in 
having secured as the successor to Dr. Buell, 
aman of such outstanding ability and repu 
tation as Maj. Gen, Frank Ross MeCoy, re 
tired. A distinguished Army officer, General 
McCoy has had exceptionally wide experience 
as a soldier diplomat, 

He helped to direct the fiscal and budgetary 
affairs of Cuba when stilla recent West Point 
graduate.

Gen. Harbord Urges Draft Act 

Advocating passage of a selective ser 
vice law in peace time, and ending of 
efforts to establish a war referendum, 
Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, USA-ret., 
chairman of the board of the Radio 
Corporation of America, this week told 
those attending the Institute of Public 
Affairs of the University of Virginia, at 
Charlottesville, that the “elected repre 
sentatives of the American people have 
never yet authorized a war which public 
Opinion in our peace-loving nation did 
not support-—and they never will.” 

General Harbord pointed out that a 
popular referendum before declaration 
of war “would end all opportunity of de 
fense until an enemy has brought actual 
war to our homes,” and “would fatally 
cripple the diplomatic powers of the 
President and State Department.” 

Referring to the need for passage of 
a draft law to become effective immedi 
ately upon declaration of war, General 
Harbord said, “Congress should em 
power the President to augment our 
comparatively small Army and Navy by 
un application of this selective service 
act immediately upon a declaration of 
war. This would eliminate the chance of 
a disastrous delay while Congress, al 
ready having declared war, voted = for 
selective service, as it inevitably would 
us soon as possible.” 

The RCA official also discussed the re 
lative position of the individual under 
democratic and totalitarian states, and 
stated that he would not be true to his 
convictions if he did) not stress “very 
definitely the prevailing trend away 
from the individual liberty and indi 
vidual responsibility the founders of 
America sought to create.” Tle also con 
demned what he termed a drift towards 
governmental paternalism. He stated that 
he recognized the need for adequate re 
lief for the unemployed, and did not in 
tend any slur upon worthy and needy 
individuals in recommending that all 
those on government relief should sur 
render their vote, 

“It it too much like a judge sitting in 
an action in which he has a financial in 
terest,” he pointed out. “They should re 





gain suffrage when they have again 
found their place in enterprises inde 


pendent of the government, ” 


General Harbord continued, saying 
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“There is even a good case for those stu 
dents of government who would carry 
this precaution further, and who believe 
all persons drawing salaries from the 
government should give up their vote 
during the term. 

“We must, and we will, continue to 
build our democracy upon the indepen 
dence of our citizenry; upon the princi 
ples of free speech and individual 
liberty; upon a system of checks and 
bulances between the executive, legisla 
tive and judicial branches reflecting the 
nutrammeled will of the majority.”

The feeling of friendship between the 
people of the United States and those of 
the Dominican Republic were evidenced 
in the hearty reception given General 
Rafael L. Trujillo, former President of 
the Dominican Republic, during his pres 
ent visit here, 

As a military man who has raised 
through the grades in his country’s mili 
tary establishment, General Trujillo was 
welcomed by military and naval person 
nel, particularly by officers of the Marine 
Corps many of whom knew him well dur 
ing the period when the Marines assisted 
in the training of his military forces,

terested in his visit to Fort George G, 
Meade, Ma, where he inspected the in 
stullations and the troops,

honor ata luncheon given by Col, Thomas 
Watson, USMC, a personal friend.

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Lieutenant Generals’ Bill 

The House Military Committee this 
week reported favorably and the House 
passed the bill which provides the rank 
of lieutenant general for the major gen- 
erals assigned to command the four 
armies of the United States Army. An 
identical bill, 8S. 2354, is now before the 
Senate, having been reported favorably 
by the Senate Military Affairs Comimit- 
tee, 

The Committee’s action in reporting 
the measure came at the end of brief 
hearings during: which Brig. Gen, George 
(. Marshall, Acting Chief of Staff, was 
the only witness. General Marshall told 
the Committee that the rapid expansion 
of the Army makes the legislation de- 
sirable. He pointed out that under pres- 
ent regulations, the senior major general 
of the major generals commanding Corps 
Areas comprising each of the armies is 
automatically commander of the army 
concerned, This condition, General Mar- 
shall said, results in a great deal of con- 
fusion and waste motion, due to the fact 
that in numerous instances an oflicer suc- 
ceeds to command of one of the armies by 
seniority when he has only a few months 
to serve before retirement. 

General Marshall said that in some 
instances officers who succeed to com- 
mand of one of the four armies by reason 
of seniority are not as well qualified for 
the command as are officers junior to 
them in date of commission. General 
Marshall said, “We regard this legisla- 
tion as of very great importance, it is 
pure and simple a proposition to inerease 
the eflicieney of the Army in preparation 
for a possible war.” 

Concerning the proposal to grant the 
increased rank to the commanders of for- 
eign departments he declared, “It would 
be very appropriate to have foreign de- 
partments commanded by lieutenant gen- 
rals, but we did not include those com- 
mands in this bill because we did not 
want to distract the committee’s atten- 
tion from the importance of the four 
armies in the scheme of national de- 
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fense,.” 

General Marshall told the committee 
that the augmentation program of the 
Army cannot proceed under the four army 
system unless the legislation creating the 
rank of lieutenant general is enacted. 
Representative Thomason asked General 
Marshall, “What power will lieutenant 
generals have that the major generals 
commanding the four armies do not now 
have?’ General Marshall replied that 
there would be no increase in the powers 
conferred on the commanders of the four 
armies, but pointed out that under the 
proposed bill, the tenure of office of com- 
manders of the four armies would be 
longer and more efficiency would result. 

Representative Thomason asked, “Do 
you think this bill will contribute to 
Army morale?’ General Marshall 
answered, “Yes I do. We are spending a 
great deal of money and we need more 
efficient administration.” Mr, Thomason 
then went on to observe that he felt that 
disrupting the present procedure of fill- 
ing the higher commands by seniority 
might result in a lowering of the morale 
of the major generals of the Army. 

General Marshall also told the commit- 
tee that the War Department is consider- 
ing making the chiefs of staff of the four 
armies brigadier generals. 

Representative Clason turned to the 
Army Air Corps, and pointing out the 
tremendous expansion in that arm, asked 
why the Chief of the Army Air Corps 
was not provided with the rank of lieu- 
tenant general in the bill. General Mar- 
shall said that in his opinion there is no 
necessity for the Chief of the Army Air 
Corps to have the increased rank. 

Following General Marshall’s_ testi- 
mony, the Committee voted to favorably 
report the bill, without amendment. 


Would Amend Enlisted Reserve 
Act 


Secretary of War Harry H. Woodring 
this week asked Congress to amend See. 
55 of the National Defense Act, which 
authorizes the creation of the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps of the Army, to permit the 
enlistment in the ERC of men with tech- 
nical experience up to the age of 45. As 
now written, the National Defense Act 
permits the enlistment of former Regular 
Army personnel in the ERC provided 
they are not over the age of 36 on original 
enlistment. In the present act, skilled 
railway men can be enlisted up to the age 
of 45. This provision was made because 
the War Department felt that the need 
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for these men is so great that exception 
should be made in their case. The bill 
sent to Congress this week permits tech- 
nical men in any line of industry who are 
45 or under, to be enlisted on original en 
listment. The Secretary of War, in re- 
questing the amendatory legislation, 
stated that a recent survey indicates that 
the condition which prevailed upon the 
War Department to make an exception 
for railroadmen, today applies to other 
highly skilled occupations, 

The legislation introduced this week 
applies only to the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps and has no connection with the 
newly created Regular Army Reserve 
Corps. 





Southeast Air Installations 

Secretary of War Woodring, announced 
this week the locations of the Southeast 
Air Base and the Southeast Air Depot, 
for which funds were recently provided 
by the Supplemental Appropriations Act, 
1940, subject to the completion of satis- 
factory negotiations. 

The Southeast Air Base will be located 
on a site approximately six miles south- 
west of Tampa, Fla. The location of this 
base involved primarily consideration of 
the strategical requirements concerned in 
the air defense of the south Atlantic 
coast and of air operations in the Carib- 
bean area, 

The Southeast Air Depot will be located 
approximately one mile southwest of Mo 
bile, Ala. This depot has been located 
with regard to the storage and distribu 
tion of all types of Air Corps materiel, 
and the heavy repair and maintenance 
requirements pertaining to the air forces 
in the southeastern portion of the United 
States and in Puerto Rico and Panama. 
Accessibility to deep water was an im- 
portant factor in view of the necessity of 
serving our air forces in the Caribbean 
area, 

The Air Corps expansion program in- 
cludes the establishment of new air bases 
in Puerto Rico, in Panama, in Alaska, one 
in northeastern and one in the south- 
eastern United States, as well as an Air 
Depot in the southeast. The decision of 
the War Department on the locations of 
the other remaining installations will be 
announced later. 





Probationary Officers Bill 

The House this week passed the bill, 8. 
1155, which provides for the creation of a 
three year probationary commission pe- 
riod for newly commissioned officers of 
the United States Army. In passing the 
Senate measure, which provided that mar- 
riage should not be a cause for revoca- 
tion of commission, the Hlouse struck out 
the Senate provision regarding marriage 
of newly commissioned oflicers. In place 
of the Senate wording the House provid- 
ed that until July 1, 1942, marriage shall 
not be a cause of revocation of commis- 
sion, but after that date, marriage may be 
a cause of revocation of commission if the 
officer marries within one year of his 
initial commission. 





Pensions For Regulars 

Senator William H. King, of Utah, this 
week introduced an amendment to the 
bill S. 522, which provides pensions at 75 
per cent of the wartime rates for en- 
listed men of the services who are killed 
in line of duty in peacetime. Mr. King’s 
amendment reduces the ratio to 60 per 
cent of war-time rates. 

It is believed that if his amendment is 
accepted by the Senate he will with- 
draw his objection to the passage of the 
bill. Objection by Senator King has pre 
vented passage of the bill on several oc- 
easions this session. In each instance he 
has based his objection on the fact that 
the recommendations of the War and 
Navy Departments and the Treasury De 
partment have been for a 60 per cent 
ratio.

James R. Whelan was elected president 
of the National Council of the Warrant 
Officers Association of the U. S. Army at 
a meeting held June 30 at Baltimore, Md.

ARMY WINS LEECH TROPHY 
AT LAST 

After 14 years of defeat at the hands 
of Navy, Army last Saturday, won this 
year’s Leech Cup match, 5-2, at the Army- 
Navy Country Club, before this year's 
record gallery. 

Army revenged nine straight defeats, 
and won the match for the first time since 
1925. Two newcomers, Lts. G. C. Russell 
and J. L. Rollins, West Point graduates, 
playing their first Leech match, turned 
the tide to victory for the Army. 

After following Lt. Dolf Muehleisen’s 
example and winning their singles 
matches to give Army a proponderant 
3-0 lead, the young officers paired in the 
No. 2 doubles match to win the fourth 
and deciding victory. Russell and Rollins 
had to come from behind in that game to 
win, for Lt. Comdr. G. W. Smith and Lt. 
Cliff Johnson won the first set 6-3. The 
Army grads took the second set 6-4 and 
the third 6-2. 

Muehleisen again appeared the best 
player in the matches as he gave Lt. 
James Farrin a straight-set defeat, al- 
though it was the first time in three years 
he had played on any but asphalt courts. 

Lt. Rollins, net captain at West Point 
last spring, turned in the most one-sided 
victory when he trounced Ens. FE. A. 
Grantham, 6-1, 6-1. Russell, a teammate 
at the Point, barely nosed out Lt. Cliff 
Johnson, 6-4 and 7-5. 

It was then 3-0 for the Army which had 
only one more victory to garner to take 
the match, but Lt. Comdr. Morgan Watt 
upheld Navy honor by nosing out Capt. 
J. H. Drake in the longest contest of the 
day—G-2, 8-10, 7-5. Drake had Watt 4-1 
and 5-3 in the deciding set, only to see the 
Navy man win four straight games to 
take the set. 

Farrin and Lt. Bill Howard continued 
the Navy counter attack by taking Mueh- 
leisen and Capt. Stan Robinson in the first 
doubles encounter 6-3, 3-6, 8-6. Army’s 
fifth point was accounted for by Lts. 
Herbert Thatcher and H. E. Brook’s win 
over Ensigns P. B. Moore and Robert 
Laney, 6-2, 4-6, 6-4, in the third doubles 
match.

Representative Carl Vinson, of Ga., 
Chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, this week began hearings by 
the committee on his bill requiring that 
in all instances when the awaid of a 
contract for the construction of a ship is 
to be made, one or more Navy Yards be 
required to submit construction cost esti 
mates, 

Theymeasure, opposed by the Navy De- 
partigent, was introduced by Mr. Vinson 
as an Result of the award of a contract 
for t§@ construction of the aireraft car 
rier Hornet. This award, it was testified, 
was made after a bid opening in which 
only one bid was’ received. It involved 
$31,800,000 for the coustruction of the 
20,000 ton aireraft carrier Tlornet, The 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry 
dock Company received the contract, with 
no other bidders and without Navy Yard 
estimates, 

On the other hand the Newport News 
Shipbuilding and Drydock  Comypunys 
contracted to build the Yorktown and 
Enterprise, sister ships of the Hlornet, 
for $19,000,000 each, During the com 
mittee hearing, Mr. Vinson pointed out 
that all three of the ships are of 20,000 
tons and are of almost the exact same 
design. 

Rear Adm. William G. Du Bose, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, told the committee that the Vinson 
bill would place a great burden of un- 
necessary work on the technical and de- 
sign staifs of the Navy Yards. He said 
that at the present time, construction cost 
estimates are in every iustince prepared 
in the Navy Department, both by the 
Bureau of wmnugineering and the Bareau 
of Coustruction and Repair. This pro- 
cedure, he declared, has proven entirely 
satisfactory. Concerning the high bid of 
the Newport News Company, he claimed 
that the shipyard had justified its in- 
crease in au memorandum to the Navy 
Department in which a tremendous in- 
crease in labor, material, and plant costs 
were given as contributing factors, 

Admiral Du Bose told the committee 
that no Navy Yard could construct a 
20,000 ton aireraft carrer for 941,800, 
000. To this Mr. Vinson replied that ne 
Navy Yard would ever be able to con 
struct one if current procedure is fol- 
lowed. Admiral Du Bose stated that no 
Navy Yards were asked to bid) on air- 
craft carriers because no Navy Yards 
have had any experience in this type con- 
struction. Mr. Vinson discounted this 
argument with the remark that a con- 
tract for the construction of an aircraft 
carrier, the Wasp, was awarded to the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding Company, point- 
ing out that the Bethlehem yard had had 
no previous experience in aircraft car- 
rier construction.

Returning to comparative cost data, 
Admiral Du Bose told) the Committee 
that, while the Newport News yard had 
bid $19,000,000 for the Enterprise and 
Yorktown, the Navy Department has al- 
ready paid the company several million 
dollar® more than the contract price, 
under g§he adjusted cost clause of the 
contnaet, and further stated that it is 
expebted that the completed Yorktown 
Will @ost $22,500,000 and the Mnterprise 
$22,022,000. Admiral Du Bose said that 
when the bid of the Newport yard was 
received on the Enterprise and York 
town, the Navy Department was _ sur- 
prised at the “absurdly” low figure. He 
said that officials of the Newport com- 
pany had told him that the company will 
lose nearly $3,000,000 on the contract for 
the two vessels, even with the adjusted 
price clause. 

Admiral Du Bose stated that, in refer- 
ence to the Wasp, the original bid of the 
Bethlehem company was $20,737,000, but 
indications at present point to a com- 
pleted cost of $22,500,000. 


Discussion in the committee centered 
on the considerable sums of money that

for extending recognitions were so revised 
as to insure that officers of a definite 
calibre were obtained, though the naming 
of them still lies with the States. The 
government can enforce its standards by 
refusing pay to officers it does not recog- 
nize, by refusing to entrust equipment to 
them, and finally by withdrawing recog- 
nition of a unit should the presence of 
non-recognized persons cause it to fall 
below authorized strengths. 


Ilowever, all the States have cooper- 
ated whole-heartedly in naming only offi- 
cers to their National Guards who meet 
the approved standards of the Federal 
vovernment, 


Bach new oflicer and each officer up for 
promotion, after designation by the State, 
is examined by a board appointed by the 
Corps Area commander and usually con 
sisting of one National Guard officer of 
the State, one Regular Army officer, and 
a medical officer, Should the officer candi 
date be approved by this board, his papers 
together with application for recognition 
are sent to the Corps Area commander 
through the State Adjutant General. If 
the Corps Area commander approves the 


appointment or promotion, the application 
is forwarded to the National Guard Bu- 
reau which extends recognition. That 
bureau informs The Adjutant General of 
the Army of its action, and that officer, 
after also investigating the officer, issues 
an commission to him as an officer in the 
Army of the United States under the pro- 
visions of Sect. 38 of the National De- 
defense Act, which provides : “All persons 
appointed officers in the National Guard 
of the United States are reserve officers 
and shall be commissioned in the Army 
of the United States.” Should The Ad- 
jutant General refuse a commission, the 
National Guard Bureau will also with- 
draw its own recognition, 


All National Guard officers, therefore, 
hold two commissions—as an officer in 
the National Guard of their State and as 
an officer in the National Guard of the 
United States in the Army of the United 
States, 


All officers must hold both commissions, 
with the exception of the adjutants gen- 
eral, who may indeed be National Guard 
officers, but who as adjutants general are 
sometimes merely military secretaries to 
the governors who appoint them, In other 
instances they are federally recognized as 
line officers in the Guard of their States.

THE FOLLOWING EXPRESSION FROM A reader of the ArMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL so precisely presents our view as to a matter of importance to naval morale, 
that we publish it with our hearty indorsement : 

Senator Gillette recently introduced a bill which would give the distinguished 
service medal to Admiral H. E. Yarnell, USN for distinguished and outstanding 
service, and more recent events have given greater emphasis to the value of the 
service which Admiral Yarnell has rendered to his country and to his countrymen. 
This effort to honor Admiral Yarnell for conspicuous service to his country under 
extremely trying conditions, serves to bring out the anomaly of our government’s 
action in such cases. Admiral Yarnell, Commander in Chief of the United States 
Asiatic Fleet, is due to be relieved of this command on or about July 20, 1939, and 
upon hauling down his flag, Admiral Yarnell will immediately revert to the rank of 
Rear-Admiral, a decrease in rank of two grades. In other words, the country’s 
reward for distinguished and outstanding service under war conditions and _ re- 
sponsibilities will be a reduction in rank of two grades, from the temporary rank 
of Admiral to the permanent rank of Rear-Admiral. This situation results from 
our penurious policy of providing for the ranks of Vice-Admiral and Admiral 
“protem” only. Every other country with a Navy of any moment whatever pro- 
vides recognized ranks for its Naval personnel from the lowest to the highest, from 
Ensign to Admiral. Our Naval organization provides for three Vice-Admirals and 
four Admirals who hold these ranks only while holding certain positions and they 
automatically lose these ranks when they cease to hold such positions. 

We talk about a Navy “second to none.” We are very solicitious about the 
morale of our personnel upon which the efficiency of our Navy depends. We are 
spending billions of dollars to build up our Navy yet we subject our highest rank- 
ing Naval officers to the humiliation of being demoted when they cease to hold 
such positions. To put it another way; in our governmental set-up there is a re- 
sponsibility which requires the maximum of ability, experience and sound judgment 
and for which service the appropriate rank is Vice-Admiral or Admiral. We have 
officers with these qualifications who have given long and faithful service to attain 
them so we assign them to such duties with appropriate rank of Vice-Admiral and 
Admiral. They continue to give loyal and faithful service, in cases such as Admiral 
Yarnell, distinguished and outstanding service, and yet when the time comes and 
they have to give way to other officers, a grateful Government takes away their 
temporary rank and in some cases places them in a status Junior to the very 
officers whom they have previously had under their command and to what end?—the 
saving of a few dollars probably $10,000 at the utmost, which would be required 
to pay the additional yearly salary of these officers on the retired list. Such a 
situation cannot help but be demoralizing and to have a serious effect upon service 
morale. The necessary legislation to remedy it should be enacted before Congress 
adjourns.

The First and Second Corps will con- 
stitute the “Black” or attacking army and 
will be under the personal command of 
General Drum. General Woodruff’s force 
(a provisional corps) will be the “Blue” 
or defending army. 

Movement to and from the Plattsburg 
concentration area, which is bounded 
roughly by a line connecting Beekman- 
town, Dannemora, Clayburg, Hawkeye, 
Ausable Forks, Keeseville and Plattsburg, 
will be by rail and motor. The troops will 
concentrate, pitch camp and get into trim 
by route marches and minor combat exer- 
cises on the first three days from Aug. 13 
to 15, two day of regimental manoeuvres 
will follow, brigade manoeuvres will 
occupy one and a half days, followed by a 
rest period; corps manoeuvres and an- 
other rest period will occupy the next two 
and a half days and the gratid army ma 
noeuvres in which the Blue Force will 
defend a river crossing—probably the 
Saranac—against the attacking Blacks 
will take place from Aug. 23 to 25. 

Night work will be stressed and there 
will be a number of overnight bivouaes,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—-To what extent British hardening of attitude is responsible for 
the existing lull in the European situation only the next few weeks will reveal. Simul- 
taneously with another Chamberlain declaration, this time that seizure of Danzig 
would be looked upon as destructive of Polish independence and therefore a cause 
for British intervention, 125 fully loaded British bombing planes flew across the 
channel and France to Bordeaux and returned without accident. While German 
comment was scornful, and suggestive that if 1,500 bombers had been dispatched on 
the cruise, a more effective demonstration would have occurred, nevertheless the fact 
remains that Germans and Italians began to figure that all their cities were within 
easy striking distance of British and French airplanes. But they likewise figured that 
British and French cities were within range of their superior air force. Reports that 
the British intend to send planes to Danzig brought the statement from the German 
authorities that they would regard such action as part of the encirclement program 
and would resent it. As such a trip would necessitate flight over Holland and Germany, 
or Denmark and the Baltic Sea, the Neutral states would object and the Germans 
might deem counter measures necessary, 

All the governments and their peoples are concerned over the ruin that would 
be wrought by bombs, but heretofore the greater apprehension has existed in England 
and France. Now, however, as a result of the heavy expenditure and tremendous 
energy of the British, German air supremacy has been reduced to superiority. As 
British armament increases, it may be expected the attitude of the London Govern- 
ment will stiffen, and as approach to equality in the air and on land is achieved, our 
diplomats believe the cause of peace will be advanced. 

That the lull in Europe is merely temporary, however, is indicated by the anti- 
British demonstrations occurring in Japan and in sections of China under the con- 
trol of the Japanese. That these demonstrations are a part of a general Axis plan 
is not doubted, and for this reason the British Government is tolerating them and 
endeavoring to settle the Tien Tsin concession incident by negotiation. Because any 
arrangement made of this incident will affect the concessions at Shanghai and Amoy, 
our government is displaying keen interest in the Anglo-Japanese discussions. Our 
disapproval of Japanese bombing operations has been manifested anew by another 
protest. 

Fighting on the Outer Mongolian frontier has continued during the week, with 
excessive claims of damage caused by each side. Conversations have been begun 
between Tokyo and Moscow with a view to bringing about an armistice, but if the 
past be a guide, cessation of strife will be merely temporary. It is quite likely the 
Japanese began the conflict for the purpose of showing the Soviets the danger of war 
if they entered into an alliance with the British and French. Now that Stalin has 
found objections also to the latest proposals of London and Paris, the Japanese are 
ready to halt their operations, 

The 1939 armament preparations of Great Britain continue apace. New budget 
figures made public this week call for 768 millions for the Navy, 1.068 billions for 
Air. In addition, 1.5 millions are to be spent by the new propaganda ministry. Just 
how much of this sum is to be devoted to cultivating American opinion has not been 
disclosed, but that it will be of a sizeable proportion may be expected. 

Because the strength of his representations abroad has been seriously lessened 
by the decision of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee by a vote of 12 to 11 to 
defer consideration of neutrality legislation until the next session, the President is 
seeking means to have the Senate itself take up the matter. It is apparent that even if 
the President be successful, he will not get a bill to his liking. It seems certain it will 
contain some kind of an embargo and he wants no such limitation upon his power. 











Unified Command for Air Defense— (By Col. 'T. Bentley Mott, from Paris, France.) — 
This subject is exciting more and more interest in the French army. At present the 
ground defenses are under the Army, the air defenses under the Air Service. 
Some advocate leaving things as they are; others wish to see a unified command for 
both air and ground defenses. But among the latter there is a division of opinion 
as to whether the antiaircraft artillery or the Air Service should have control. 

Defense by pursuit squadrons has one great advantage over defense by A.A.A. 
in that the former can quickly move about, whereas the latter is tied to its em 
placements. Defense squadrons can anticipate the enemy’s attack by destroying his 
nerodromes and bombarding his depots and factories, and this procedure will 
probably be employed by certain governments before any other warlike movement 
is started. On the contrary, even under the best conditions, it takes considerable 
time for pursuit planes to get into action, and if atmospheric conditions are un- 
favorable to the defense, these planes would have much trouble in reaching an enemy 
suddenly emerging from clouds, bombing their objectives and avoiding combat by 
“hedge-hopping.” In other words, aviation cannot act with sufficient speed nor has 
it suflicient permanence to entirely fulfil its defensive mission. 

The A.A.A. does possess these two qualifications, and the war in Spain has fully 
shown how greatly it can upset the calculations of bombarding squadrons, Batteries of 
small caliber are very eflicient against planes flying at a low altitude or hedge- 
hopping, and they can create powerful barrages around any objective, provided they 
have sufficient ammunition; indeed this problem is largely one of ammunition. Until 
quite lately, the French have not accorded to A.A.A. the same importance as have 
the Germans, Officers assigned to this work were not taken from the best, and 
partisans of the A.A.A, were not much listened to. This situation is now! being 
corrected. 

To return now to the question of command. One officer of large experience has 
recently advocated placing the whole antiaircraft artillery, wherever located, under 
a single chief, who would be charged not only with the instruction of the personnel 
but with preparatory studies and choice of materiel; but M. Lemoine has not speci- 
fled whether he thinks this chief of the A.A.A. should belong to the land forces or 
the air forces. He contents himself with saying that the difference between the 
A.A.A, and pursuit aviation is the same as the difference between cavalry and 
artillery, and this difference applies to materiel, personnel and tactics. There is no 
relation, he continues, between an airship and a motorised gun, and he enquires: 
“Can the Commander of a 75 mm. anti-aircraft battery be suddenly transferred to 
the command of an air squadron, or inversely?” To attach the A.A.A. to the air 
service seems to him, therefore, to be impossible, the most that could be done being 
to effect tactical subordination. 





This question of tactical subordination appears to be the hard knot of the 
problem. How can the engines employed by aviation and the A.A.A. be coordinated? 
What would be the organization of the command taken as a whole? There is always 
a great deal of talk in French military literature about this “coordination of means 
and concentration of effort.” It all sounds very well, but it seems purely theoretical, 
The moment a gun enters into action against airships, its projectiles offer as great 
a danger to friends as to enemies; it is, therefore, maintained that the only thing 
to do is to determine beforehand at what moment the action of one arm will cease 
and the other begin, just as is done on the ground when the artillery is supporting 
an infantry attack. 

To seek for something more precise, let us examine what the French law of 
July 1988 says on the subject. “The Minister of Air is responsible for air defense 
and prepares for the immediate entrance into action of all forces which collaborate 
in the protection of the country against aerial attacks; he regulates the use to be 
made of the various organisms, in accordance with organic military legislation.” 
Nevertheless, up to the present the A.A.A. has not been formally placed under 
air service control and instruction. 

It seems evident that in order to fight an enemy with any chance of success 
the first condition is to understand him as thoroughly as possible; therefore, not 
only the chiefs but the executants of anti-aircraft artillery ought to be well up in 
mutters touching the materiel and the tactics of aviation, a requirement applying 
equally to the personnel of listening und spotting posts. But, French military writers 
are now asking, to whom should be confided the business of ensuring a close con- 
nection in time of peace between the A.A.A. and aviation? Is not the Minister of 
the Air indicated for this task by the wording of the law as well as by common 
sense? If we rise above the mere question of persons and of services, it would seem 
that the present quarrel between partisans of one method or the other is to a con- 
siderable extent one of words. Even if the A.A.A. remains attached to the artillery 
on account of its materiel, it can nevertheless be instructed to act in close liaison 
with the aviation, and it would seem that the A.A.A. should in time of peace be 
prepared for its work by the air service, At least, that appears to be the conclusion 
reached by many commentators and by the Air Service itself. The French have 
placed the land, sea and air services under one chief, the Minister of National 
Defense, at present M. Daladier, the Prime Minister. His chief of staff, General 
Garmelin, coordinates all three forces. It is therefore possible, without new laws 
or regulations, for the Air Service to be charged with preparing the A.A.A,. for its 
role in time of war, without removing the latter from the artillery and assigning it 
to the air corps. The commander of the air forces in time of war has charge of all 
air operations. He possesses full information as to the whole air situation, he knows 
the plans of the commander-in-chief and can follow their evolution; and the waste 
of divergent and scattered operations can be restrained by his centralized authority. 
The present tendancy in France is to give the Air Service more and more authority 
over the tactical instruction of A.A.A., leaving the matters of materiel and personnel 
to the Army. 


Payment of the Reenlistment Allowance The three Departments concerned in 
the reestablishment of the reenlistment allowance to their personnel are continuing 
their policy of not making the cash payments provided by law until they have been 
satisfied that Congress will not take further action to prohibit the payments. Actually, 
however, the reenlistment allowance has been in force since July 1, 1939 and all men 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, who have reenlisted since June 30 
are entitled to the payments. Observers at the Capitol are confident that Congress 
has no intention of reenacting the prohibitory legislation which has three times this 
session been rejected by strong majorities in the House, Even if they should un- 
expectedly take action to reestablish the ban, however, legal opinion is that it could 
have no effect on the right of men reenlisting between June 30 and the date such legis- 
lation might pass. 

The Bureau of the Budget has prepared deficiency estimates covering the amount 
necessary for the payments in the Army, but it was stated at the Bureau this week that 
such estimates will not be sent to Congress until next January. Bureau of the 
Budget officials stated that the law is now in effect, the men have a right to the pay- 
ments, and the Department has enough funds in the “Pay of the Army.” By next 
January, they say, it will be possible to make a closer estimate of the deficiency 
funds, if any, which will be necessary. 


Third Battleship on Ways—The keel of the third battleship authorized, the 35,000- 
ton South Dakota, was laid July 5 at Camden, N. J., almost eight months after 
orders had been placed with the New York Shipbuilding Corp. for her construction. 
Already under construction are the 35,000 tonners North Carolina and Washington 
at New York and Philadelphia Navy Yards respectively. 

Actual construction of five other dreadnaughts has yet to be started, though ma- 
terials are being collected for them. They are the Indiana, Massachusetts and Ala- 
bama, of 35,000 tons, and the two new 45,000-ton vessels, Iowa and New Jersey, for 
which orders were placed last month with the New York and Philadelphia Navy 
Yards, 

Other keel -layings are scheduled for this month to swell the total of vessels 
actually on the ways or in final stages of completion to 78. The keel of the destroyer 
Monssen is scheduled to be laid today at Puget Sound; while on Monday the keel of 
the destroyer Grayson will be laid at Charleston Navy Yard, and on July 19 the 
submarine Tuna and the sub tender Fulton will be started at Mare Island, Calif., 
Navy Yard. 

The Navy Department, it was learned this week, may ask the next Congress 
for funds for two additional 45,000-ton battleships, to replace some of the nine battle- 
ships which will become technically obsolete before the 1941 fiscal year. The two 
super-battleships would give the United States four such ships. 


Army Air Corps—June 12 marked the influx into the 36th Pursuit Squadron, Langley 
Field, of the newest class from the Air Corps Training Center. Because of the ex- 
pansion program, a new system is being tried for the indoctrination of these new 
pilots. Instead of being assigned directly to tactical squadrons, the men will form a 
semi-squadron for tactical instruction. Captain Rich, the ex-36th flight leader, will 
be in charge of the training, and Lieutenants Hunker and Brabham, also of this 
Squadron, will be two of his four assistants. 

The training flight of the 27th Pursuit Squadron, 1st Pursuit Group, Selfridge 
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Field, Mich., recently completed a thousand-mile navigation mission to Mitchel Field, 
L. IL, New York, and return. Inclement weather forced several pilots to land at 
intermediate airports, after leaving Mitchel Field on the return trip. The entire 
trip, however, was completed with no mishaps. 

Participating in the flight were Capt. Murray C. Woodbury, AC, leading ; 2nd Lts. 
George F. Ranney, Harold E. Kofahl, Lewis M. Sanders, Charles N. Fendrich, Paul 
L. Moore, Heman W. Randall, jr., Archibald W. Moore, John L. Brownewell, Frederick 
C. Grambo, Joseph C. Smith, Eugene L. Strickland, Harry A. Jenkins, and James A. 
Barnett, Air-Res. 


Judge Advocate General’s Department—Maj. Gen. Allen W. Gullion, The Judge 
Advocate General of the Army, is in San Francisco attending the Annual Conven- 
tion of the American Bar Association. He made a report to the International Law 
Section of the Association on the Development of International Law through Pan- 
American Conferences, and reported the activities of the Military-Naval Law Com- 
mittee of the Association, which held monthly meetings throughout the past year in 
The Judge Advocate General’s Office. 

En route to San Francisco General Gullion inspected and conferred with Judge 
Advocate General Department personnel at the Headquarters of the Second Division 
and Eighth Corps Area. On his return trip to Washington he will visit the Head- 
quarters of the Seventh, Sixth and Fifth Corps Areas. 


Bureau of Yards and Docks—Bids for construction of a reinforced concrete bridge 
over Gambo Creek at the Naval Proving Ground, Dahlgren, Va., replacing the present 
bridge, will be opened by the Bureau of Yards and Docks on July 26. The bridge is 
to be constructed upon wood and composite piles, and the contract will also include 
filling and grading, macadam paving, and the laying of railroad tracks. 

The bureau this week awarded contract for $126,842 for completion of the strue- 
tural work and plumbing for the turret shop at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, and 
comract for $116,850 for a landplane hangar at the Naval Air Station (Chevalier 
Field), Pensacola, Fla. 

Other conirscts awarded by the bureau were: bakery equipment at the Naval 
Training Station and Naval Air Station, Norfolk, $37,143.70, and kitchen, scullery 
and cafeteria equipment, $119,980; cranes for shipbuilding ways at Boston Navy 
Yard, $194,227.

One Number for One Regiment— The inquiry of a reader of the Army AND Navy 
JouRNAL has focused attention on the seeming duplication of regimental numbers in 
the Regular Army and the National Guard. The writer referred to the fact that there 
is a 14th Infantry at Ft. Davis, C. Z., and a 14th Infantry in the New York National 
Guard. There are other cases, however, of duplication, as for example, the 5th 
‘Infantry, Regular Army, and the 5th Infantry, Maryland National Guard, and the 
outstanding seeming repetition—that of the 1st Infantry, held by units in the Regular 
Army and in the Maryland and the Virginia National Guards, 

But there is no real duplication, Infantry officials explain, stating that “the con- 
fusion in designation of the units mentioned results from an incomplete designation 
of the Regular Army regiment. There is only one 14th United States Infantry in the 
Army of the United States. The 14th Infantry, New York National Guard, is organized 
and maintained by the State of New York and its numerical designation is at the 
pleasure of that State. However, should the 14th Infantry, New York National Guard, 
be called into federal service, its numerical designation would automatically change. 
Thus there is in fact no duplication in numerical designation of any regiments of the 
Army of the United States.” 


Chief Petty Officers’ Exams—Provisions for encoding data on chief petty officers’ ex- 
aminations were established this week by the Bureau of Navigation in Cireular 
Letter No. 20-39, to safeguard further information relative to them. Paragraph 9 
of Circular Letter No. 12-39 issued April 25, which established procedure for hold- 
ing the exams, was cancelled in favor of the following new Paragraph 9: “The 
contents of the examination and the results thereof, including requests for addi- 
tional examinations, keys, ete., are to be treated as confidential. Any communication 
relating to the examination, the results thereof, requests for additional examina- 
tions, keys, etc., or anything else which must be encrypted, shall be handled in a 
confidential administration eryptogroup.” 

The paragraph formerly read: “The contents of the examination and the results 
thereof are to be treated as confidential. Any communications relating to the 
examinations, or the results thereof, should be handled by a system restricted to 
commissioned officers only. This includes requests for additional examinations, 
keys, ete.” 


Oberlin Carter Case Revived— The 40-year-old conviction of Oberlin Carter, former 
captain in the Corps of Engineers, has again been revived in Congress, this time with 
a majority report by the House Military Affairs Committee urging that his military 
record be corrected “to show that the judgment of court martial in his case is un- 
lawful and invalid,” and a minority report, filed this week, recommending “against 
favorable action on this bill or on any bill of like tenor.” Signing the minority report 
were Representative A. J. May, chairman of the House Military Affairs Committee, 
and Representatives R. Ewing Thomason, Dow W. Harter, Paul J. Kilday, and John 
M. Costello. 

The majority report, submitted by Representative Andrews, ranking Republican 
member of the House committee, states that they feel that “the hearings have dis- 
closed that there is a grave doubt as to the guilt of Captain Carter and for that 
reason his request to have his record cleared should be granted.” In the majority 
report it is stated: “The facts as presented by Captain Carter are, in brief, that 
he was appointed to the United States Military Academy at West Point by General 
Grant and that he was duly graduated from the Academy. It is claimed by his 
friends and not disputed that he graduated with the highest honors that were ever 
received by any graduate from West Point during its entire history. Second in his 
class was General Goethals, the builder of the Panama Canal. Following graduation, 
Captain Carter was assigned to the Engineering Corps and in due course was assigned 
to superintend the construction of the engineering work at Savannah, Ga. His work 
proved to be such a success as to attract the attention of the leading engineers of 
the world. By reason of his achievement as an engineer he was elected to the leading 
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and most exclusive engineering societies of the world. He married into a wealthy 
family, which family settled upon him and his wife financial allowances that were 
out of proportion with the usual allowances received by men of his rank and class 
in the Army. Because of his outstanding success as an engineer he was appointed 
as a member of the Isthmian Canal Commission whose duty it was to determine 
the location of the Canal that was later to connect the Atlantic and the Pacifie 
Oceans, which is now the Panama Canal. About the same time Captain Carter was 
given another very distinctive honor when he was assigned by President McKinley 
to represent the United States Government at the Court of St. James in London. 
All of these facts contributing together could easily incite the jealousy of men who 
far outranked Captain Carter for most of these assignments ordinarily would have 
gone to generals and seldom would any of them have gone to a captain, Captain 
Carter maintains that these various facts contributing together did create against 
him among certain officers of the Army very great personal jealousies and that these 
jealousies are the foundation of conditions hereinafter related.” 


The minority report, nine printed pages long, points out that Carter was con- 
victed by general court martial of making false and fraudulent claims against the 
Government and of conspiring with divers other persons to make the same, “He was 
tried on 37 specifications, grouped under four charts, pleaded the statute of limita- 
tions to 17 specifications and ultimately found guilty and the conviction approved, 
of one specification under each of the four charges,” the report states. These specifi- 
cations, however, involved sums of $230,749.90 and $345,000 respectively. “After 
Carter's conviction and imprisonment,” the report states, “criminal proceedings of 
a similar nature were begun in the United States Court against Gaynor and Greene, 
who, doing business as the Atlantic Contracting Co., were contractors alleged to 
have formed a conspiracy with Carter to defraud the Government, * * * Gaynor 
and Greene fled to Canada, and after proceedings which went all the way to the 
Privy Council of the House of Lords were extradited, tried, and convicted, and re- 
cecived a sentence of four years each and a fine of $575,749.90 (which it will be noted 
is the aggregate of the two sums mentioned in the specifications of which Carter 
was convicted.) In imposing sentence of four years, the trial judge stated that he 
would measure their terms by the period of confinement imposed ‘upon Carter, the 
late engineer officer, without whose aid and connivance the crimes in this case would 
have been impossible.’ * * * After Carter's release from confinement the Government 
began an action in equity to recover proceeds of other alleged fraudulent contracts to 
which Carter, Gaynor, and Greene had been parties, during the years 1892 to 1895. 
Th Government alleged that it had been defrauded in an amount approximating 
$2,000,000. The decree prayed for was in substance granted, and securities aggregat- 
ing some $370,000, into which his share of the illegal profits had been traced, were 
recovered from Carter and, in addition, a deficiency judgment was rendered against 
him for a large sum. This case went to the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
again the decision was against Carter in all essential particulars, the opinion for a 
unanimous court being written by Mr. Justice Lurton.” 


Marine Corps— Because Thomas Holcomb, major general commandant of the Marine 
Corps, was selected only last spring to be permanent major general, a brigadier 
general of the Marine Corps will go up with him to be major general when Maj. 
Gen. Charles H. Lyman retires for age Sept. 30, 

General Holcomb was selected last spring for promotion to permanent grade of 
major general. A selection board of nine rear admirals of the Navy, headed by Rear 
Adm. Walton R. Sexton, is now sitting to recommend a brigadier general for promo- 
tion, and will hand in its report to the Acting Secretary of the Navy on Monday. 
On Oct. 1 both the officer selected and General Holcomb will go up to permanent 
grade of major general, but General Holcomb, as commandant, will not fill a vacancy 
in that grade, 


Army-Navy Boards—Functions of four Army and Navy joint boards were trans- 
ferred July 5 by President Roosevelt to his immediate supervision, in a move which 
came without warning to Army and Navy personnel at large and the board member- 
ships. One of the boards transferred is the Joint Board, oldest of the joint estab- 
lishments, dating from 1903, which is composed of the Chief of Staff, Deputy Chief 
of Staff and Assistant Chief of Staff for War plans on the part of the Army, and 
the Chief of Naval Operations, Asistant Chief of Naval Operations and Director, 
War Plans Division, Naval Operations. It was stated that officials of this board 
were not aware of the transfer order which was made effective as of July 1, five 
days after promulgation, until it had appeared in the official Federal Register. 

The same lack of warning of the impending move was true of the Aeronautical 
Board, established in 1916; the Joint Economy Board, established in 1982, and the 
Army and Navy Munitions Board, created in 1922. Officials of all four boards stated 
that they have received no instructions from the White House, concerning any 
changes in procedure, However, no meetings are scheduled until next month. 

Of special interest was the form of the order transferring the boards from the 
joint supervision of the Secretaries of the Navy and War to the White House, 
President Roosevelt issued his order as a military order—an unusual action in time 
of peace, 

It is believed that purpose of the transfer, though none was stated by Mr. 
Roosevelt, was to coordinate further the two defense Services in this time of 
expansion. 

The text of the order follows: “By virtue of authority vested in me as President 
of the United States and as Commander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of the 
United States, it is hereby ordered that (1) the joint Army and Navy board, or- 
ganized to secure complete cooperation and coordination in all matters and policies 
involving joint action of the Army and Navy relative to the national defense, (2) 
the joint economy board organized for the purpose of effecting economies without 
loss of efficiency, by the elimination of overlap or the simplification of functions in 
those activities of the War and Navy Departments concerned with joint operations 
of the two services or which have approximately parallel functions, (3) the nero- 
nautieal board, organized for the purpose of securing a more complete measure of 
cooperation and coordination in the development of aviation of the Army and of 
the Navy, and to provide an agency for consideration of aeronautical matters, and 
(4) the joint Army and Navy munitions board, organized for the purpose of har- 
monizing the plans of the Army and Navy for the procurement of munitions and 
supplies for war purposes, now functioning by understanding between the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy, shall hereafter exercise their functions for 
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the purposes aforesaid under the direction and supervision of the President as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States.” 


Army Engineers— Establishment of a new permanent district office for the Army 
Engineers at Tulsa, Okla., was completed July 1, with the assignment as district 
engineer of Capt. Harry A. Montgomery, who formerly was assistant to the South- 
western Division Engineer. Capt. W. W. Wanamaker, of the Office of Chief of Engi- 
neers, has relieved Captain Montgomery. 

As district engineer, Captain Montgomery will have general charge of engineering 
works about Tulsa, in an area which covers nearly all of Oklahoma and small 
portions of Texas, Colorado, Missouri and Arkansas, 

The 5th Engineers of Ft. Belvoir, Va., are now on their annual practice march 
in the Shenandoah Valley of Virginia. Marches are being made to historic places, 
while accompanying officers lecture on the compaign of Confederate General “Stone- 
wall” Jackson through the valley. 

Under command of Lt. Col. Roscoe Crawford the regiment motored July 8 from 
Belvoir to the entrance of George Washington National Yorest, where they made 
camp until July 11. On July 11 a march was made to Crystal Caverns, at Strasburg ; 
on July 12, to Woodstock; on July 13 to Mt. Jackson, and on July 14 to Melrose 
Caverns. Today the regiment will march to Cross Keys and camp there until July 15. 
On that day it will march to Port Republic and on July 19 will return by truck to 
Ft. Belvoir. 

July 25 will be open house at Ft. Belvoir where 250 ROTC students from leading 
Eastern engineering schools are spending a month in training. The public is invited 
to witness a full day of parades and contests, beginning at 7:15 a. m. with infantry 
drill and commands and physical training. From 8:15 a. m. until 9:50 a, m. there 
will be parades and inspections. Competitive drills will be held at 3 p. m. and at 
4:30 awards will be made at parade. A banquet will begin at 5:30 p. m. and the 
final hop at 9 p. m. Students will leave for home July 27. Represented at the fort 
are ROTC enrollees from Clarkson College of Technology, Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, M. I. T., V. P. I, Pennsylvania State College, New York University, 
Johns Hopkins University, and the University of Alabama. 

Col, Layson KE. Atkins, of the O. C. of E., went on leave July 13, preparatory 
to leaving on transport July 20 for Seattle where he will report as district engineer. 
Maj. John N. Silkman succeeds Colonel Atkins as head of the supply section. 


Medical Department—A large number of enlisted men of the Medical Department 
were promoted July 7 to till vacancies created by the readjustment of grades and 
ratings authorized July 1. Promoted by the Surgeon General to master sergeant 
were Thomas E. G. Abbott and Bert F. Rivers; to technical sergeant, Arthur J. 
Vandish, Eugene W. Mead, Charles B. Self and Joseph C. Lochridge, and to staff 
sergeant, Kenneth HH. Coman, Joseph IF’. Whelan, Edward J. Weber, Jamie L, 
Taylor, Roy M. Bender, Archie M. White, Ralph S. Kirby, Renaldo G, Belanger, 
Frederick A. Mack, Joseph C. Cooke, William F. Lawrence, Harvey W. Miles, Ier- 
man M. Vetterling, Lloyd E. J, Schurdevin and Robert Cargin. 

With approval of the Secretary of War, Ist Lt. Margaret Kunierim, chief nurse 
Army Nurse Corps, has been promoted to assistant superintendent with relative rank 
of captain. The promotion fills the quota of six in that grade authorized by the 
War Department. 2nd Lt. Margaret FE. Auron was promoted to chief nurse, with 
rank of first lieutenant, to take effect July 15, 

Lieutenant Knierim has served approximately 25 years in the ANC, spending 
21 as chief nurse. She is now on duty at Walter Reed General Hospital. Lieutenant 
Aaron is now acting chief nurse at Ft. Bragg, N. C. She has been with the ANC 
since Sept. 4, 1918. 


Quartermaster Corps—Contract for purchase of 667 portable gasoline field ranges, 
of a type recently approved by the Quartermaster Corps, has been awarded to the 
Kirk and Blum Manufacturing Co., of Cincinnati, Ohio. Delivery of the first of 
these ranges will begin within 120 days, and 500 are to be delivered by April 1, 
140. The remainder must be delivered during April. 

The new range, known as M-1987, was developed through four vears of research 
by the Quartermaster Corps and other services, because of growing dissatisfaction 
with the rolling kitchens developed during the World War. 

The range can be transported on trucks and operated both on and off the trans 
porting vehicle. It is supplied in three units, for serving 50 to 200 men, and larger 
commands can be served by adding units, while one or two units can be used for 
smaller bodies of men. Each unit can be operated independently of the others, 

All types of cooking—boiling, baking, frying—can be done on the stoves, and 
results are comparable to those obtained with a garrison range. 


Governor Generalship of the Philippines— Because of the undeclared war in the 
Far East, the President is said to be considering the appointment of a retired 
Army oflicer as Governor General of the Philippines. General Douglis MacArthur 
is being mentioned for the post, but as he is under contract with the Philipp ne 
Government in connection with the creation of an Army and Sea Coast Defense for 
the Islands, his availability is questioned. In Capitol circles, General Malin Craig, 
recently retired as Chief of Staff, is the outstanding choice. In those circles, it is 
pointed out that General Craig made a brilliant record in the final office he held 
in the Army, is endowed with great common sense, and has the entire confidence 
of the rank and file of Congress. It is not known whether the General would accept 
the post if it were tendered to him. But should he be appointed, Senators and 
Congressmen unite in saying that he could count upon their support in the perform- 
ance of the difficult task the government of the Pnilippines presents, 


National Rifle Matches-—Selection of service teams to compete in the National Rifle 
Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, this summer was announced this week by the National 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, following the issuance by the War De- 
partment of regulations governing the 1939 matches. One team each will be entered 
by the Regular Infantry, Cavalry and Engineers; the U. S. Marine Corps and the 
Coast Guard. The Naval and Marine Corps Reserves will each enter two teams ; 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, one team; the American Legion, three teams; the State 
National Guards (including the District of Columbia, Hawaii and Puerto Rico), 48 





teams; State civilian teams, 51, including Alaska and Hawaii; ROTC and CMTC, 
9 teams each. 

About 3,600 competitors are expected to enter in the various teams and individual 
competitions. To operate the ranges and Camp Perry will require 205 officers and 
1,600 enlisted men of the Army and 15 officers and 300 men of the Marine Corps, all 
under general direction of Col. Oliver 8S. Wood, executive officer of the match. 

The rifle employed will be the usual Springfield, which, officials of the National 
Board stated, will in all likelihood be the match weapon for years to come, both 
because the new Garand semi-automatic will probably not be available to the public 
for years, and because it is less suitable as a match weapon and presents scoring diffi- 
culties, firing eight shots as it does against the five of the Springfield. 

However, 200 M-1 Garands will be sent to Camp Perry for use in the rifle school 
which will be held the first week of the meet. Those attending the school will be in- 
structed in care and use of the Garand in order to pass on information concerning the 
gun when they return to their various units, whether Regular Army or other. 

The 1939 matches will be held from Sunday, Aug. 20 to Saturday, Sept. 9. The 
small arms firing school will begin Aug. 20 and end Aug. 25, giving training in 
caliber .30 rifle, pistol, police and junior rifle. The National Rifle Association matches 
will be held from Aug. 26 to Sept. 1. The National Trophy Matches, in which the 
service teams are entered, will be held from Sept. 2 to Sept. 9. They will consist of 
the following: 1. Infantry match; 2. National individual rifle match; 3. Citizens’ 
military championship match ; 4. National individual pistol match ; 5. National pistol 
feam match; and 6. National rifle team match. 


Chemical Warfare Service—Thanks to educational order appropriations the Chemi- 
eal Warfare Service will soon have at its disposal a gas mask assembly plant larger 
than that at Edgewood Arsenal, Md., and capable of assembling 100,000 gas masks a 
month on one shift, or 300,000 masks on a three-shift basis. 

Detailed plans have been prepared by the CWS for the plant. It will be located in 
a building belonging to the Goodyear Rubber Co., at Akron, Ohio, and for the most 
part will be situated on a single floor. Machinery and equipment for assembling the 
masks will be furnished by both the government and Goodyear, and when the contract 
has been completed, will belong to the government, but will probably be stored at 
Akron. 

The contract, which is to be completed May 4, 1940, calls for furnishing only 
4,000 gas masks, and is not intended primarily to supply government needs. The masks 
will be tested rigidly, however, and must be perfectly satisfactory to be accepted, 
since the government considers that a plant capable of turning out 4,000 or 100,000 
masks is of no value unless the product, whatever the plant capacity, is satisfactory. 

Since gas masks are not manufactured for commercial use, the government must 
now supply through Edgewood all needs of its armed forces and reserve supplies 
for the Protective Mobilization Force. The government moreover faces the prospect, 
with the advent of airplanes in modern war, of having to equip large groups of non 
combatants with masks, either direetly--which it does not consider itself capable of 
doing—or indirectly, by supplying enough of its military masks to permit private 
industry to devote time to the construction of civilian masks along Government- 
approved standards. 


Ordnance—The problems of arming the forces of the United States both ino peace 
and in war were discussed at the University of Virginia’s Institute of Public Affairs, 
at Charlottesville, last week, by Rear Adm. W. R. Furlong, chief of the Navy Bureau 
of Ordnance, and Maj. Gen. ©. M. Wesson, Chief of Ordnance, U. S. Army. 

“There is a different and more difficult problem in procurement in this accelerated 
program than in wartime procurement,” stated Admiral Furlong, pointing out that, 
except for the year following the World War, this was the greatest peacetime expan- 
sion the Navy had seen. “In wartime, the problem was to manufacture in great 
quantity the guns and ammunition of proved and tried design. There was no time 
to delay the installation of a ship’s battery while a new type of gun was being de 
veloped. In this peacetime program, although the greatest speed possible is being 
mad, the Bureau of Ordnance is at the same time designing and building to new 
designs of 16-inch guns for the battleships, new designs of anti-aircraft guns and new 
designs of projectiles, torpedoes and bombs.” 

The Navy ordnance officer cited the help he was receiving from the Army Ord- 
nance Department in obtaining projectiles and fuses, secondary battery equipment, 
gun mounts and some guns of major and secondary size, as an instance of cooperation 
between the services and an argument against a unified National Defense department. 

General Wesson in turn praised Navy Ordnance for coming “to the Ordnance 
Department’s rescue and placing sizable orders with several of our manufacturing 
arsenals” during the lean years when appropriations were practically negligible. “But 
for these Navy orders,” he said, “it is probable that some of the arsenals would have 
been closed for lack of work. This would have resulted in a great loss to the War 
Department and to the country in that the technique of ordnance manufacture would 
have been lost, at least to some extent. We work in close cooperation with the Navy's 
Bureau of Ordnance. We supply the Navy with their small arms equipment and do 
certain work for them on Naval guns and mounts. Our respective research work is 
closely coordinated.” 

Pointing to the immense needs in wartime, which must be met by industry, 
General Wesson said, “We are always well prepared at the end of ours wars, seldom 
at the beginning.” 

Admiral Furlong devoted much of his talk to the discussion of the necessity of 
Navy manufacture to supplement private industry, the problems presented by the 
Navy expansion program and the excess profits Clauses of the Vinson-Trammell Act. 

The Ordnance Department now has its public relations section, after the fashion 
of the Air Corps. Public relations officer is Maj. L. A. Miller, who graduated from the 
Army Industrial College last month, and who, prior to enrollment at the college, was 
assistant professor of military science and tactics at Leland Stanford University, 
Palo Alto, Calif. 

Major Miller’s official designation is assistant to the executive officer, Maj. Hugh 
C. Minton, who formerly handled publie relations. The press of visitors from manu- 
facturing establishments in connection with the Army equipment program was given 
as the reason for establishment of the new office. 
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OCIAL functions disrupted by the 

death of Secretary of the Navy Swan- 
son were in several cases held this past 
week, and chief of these of interest to 
Service folk was the dinner given in 
honor of the visiting former President of 
the Dominican Republic, Gen. Rafael 
Trujillo Molina by the acting Chief of 
Staff, Brig. Gen. George C. Marshail. This 
was at the Mayflower Monday evening 
and was a stag affair.

ments, when the party was called off.

Last writes for Secretary of the Navy 
Claude A. Swanson, who died suddenly 
July 7, were held Monday in the Senate 
chamber at the Capitol, where the 77- 
year-old Secretary had formerly served 
as senator, and at Hollywood Cemetery, 
in Richmond, Va. 

Out of respect to the memory of the 
third member of his cabinet to die in 
office, President Roosevelt had ordered a 
period of national mourning, and flags on 
all government buildings and vessels were 
flown at half mast from Friday through 
Monday. The Navy Department was 
closed at noon Monday to permit officers 
on duty there and civilian employees to 
attend the services at the Capitol at 1 
p. m. 

President Attends Services 

Burial services were jointly conducted 
in the Senate chamber by Senate Chap- 
lain ZeBarney T. Phillips and Tlouse 
Chaplain James Shera Montgomery, be 
fore President Roosevelt; his military 
and naval aides and the cabinet; Mrs. 
Swanson and relatives and friends of the 
Secretary ; the House and Senate; repre 
sentatives of the Supreme Court and the 
diplomatic corps; Brig. Gen. George C. 
Marshall, acting Chief of Staff of the 
Army: Rear Adm. Russell R. Waesche, 
commandant of the Coast Guard, and the 
following representatives of the Navy 
Department: Hon. Charles Edison, Aect- 
ing Secretary: Admiral William D.

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Charges Navy ‘Hierarchy’

to the Navy Department. I am just a 
‘corn-field’ lawyer and am looking at it 
from the viewpoint of a layman. I have 
seen the same officers rotating in the 
Navy Department. Let these experienced 
officers go out into the fleet and to other 
shore billets to give the Navy the benefit 
of their knowledge and experience first- 
hand.” 

It was evident as the hearing got 
under way, that Mr. Vinson was giving 
vent to long-felt indignation against ofli- 
cers who become “repeaters” in Navy De- 
partment bureaus and against the policy 
of again and again returning “experts 
to duty in Washington. 

Concerning the accepted custom of of 
ficers selected for the higher flag ranks 
taking subordinates with them from 
Washington to become aides, chiefs’ of 
staff or to occupy other posts on the new 
ly created flag officer’s personal staff, 
Chairman Vinson devoted several min- 
utes of sarcastic denunciation. 

He told the committee that from his 
observation of this custom he had come 
to the conclusion that officers going to the 
fleet in personal staff assignments do so 
to assure themselves of selection. At this 
point, Mr. Vinson turned to Representa- 
tive Patrick Drewry, of Va., sitting on 
his right, who was following the pro- 
ceedings thoughtfully, and said, with an 
air of elaborate explanation, “It operates 
this way, Mr. Drewry. Suppose that I 
am on duty in Washington and you are 
working with me in my office, I am se 
lected for one of the higher flag com 
mands. When I get ready to assume my 
new post, I say, ‘well, Drewry is a good 
fellow, Vl take him with me as my chief 
of staff.” Human nature being what it is, 
when the selection board meets and your 
name comes up, the members of the board 
say, ‘Drewry is a good man, he’s on Vin- 
son’s staff, lets select him,’ and in that 
manner, the ‘repeaters’ ride in and out 
of Washington, alternating between staff 
jobs and Washington assignments.” At 
the conclusion of Mr. Vinson’s descrip- 
tion which wound up in his promotion, 
Mr. Drewry turned to the Chairman and 
said “thank you.” 

At the opening of the hearing, Mr. Vin 
son declared that he introduced the bill, 
HR 6799, of his own volition and was go 
ing to press for its enactment “in the best 
interests of the Navy.” Admiral Nimitz 
told the committee that the bill has not 
yet cleared the Bureau of the Budget and 
that the Navy Department had drawn up 
no official report. He said that any views 
expressed by him were his own personal 
views and not the views of the Navy De- 
partment oflicially. 

Representative Vinson said — that 
through error, the staff corps were in- 
cluded in his bill. He declared that he 
will correct the measure to exclude the 
staff corps from the provisions of the 
legislation. 

Navy officials present at the hearing 
were unmistakably surprised at the 
vehemence of the Committee Chairman’s 
attack, 

Admiral Nimitz opened his testimony 
by stating that he is well aware that 
there are a number of officers in Wash- 
ington who are “repeaters” in Navy De- 
partment posts. He defended this situa- 
tion on the basis of the exceptional ability 
of the officers concerned along specialized 
lines. At this point, Mr. Vinson asked 
what the Navy proposes to do when these 
“specialized” officers are retired. Admiral 
Nimitz replied that there is a steady in 
flow of oflicers into Washington, coming 
to Navy Department duty for the first 
time, 

Continuing his testimony, Admiral 
Nimitz pointed out the administrative 
difficulty of being bound by a hard and 
fast rule requiring a seven year lapse be 
tween tours of duty in Washington. He 
carried out this theme by enumerating 
several specialized posts in Washington 
that require lengthy experience. This 
point was discounted by Representative 
Vinson, and Representative Colgate Dar- 
den, of Va., who both took up the question 
on how the Navy will find replacements 
for the specialized officers when they re 
tire, 

As the question of shore billets for flag 
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officers wus developed, the committee and 
especially Representatives Magnuson of 
Wash., and Darden, of Va., in whose dis- 
tricts Navy Yards are located, shifted its 
questions to the shore establishment of 
the Navy. Prime interest was in the ques 
tion of the advisability of detailing line 
officers to command Navy Yards. Admiral 
Nimitz declared that it is immeasurably 
better to have line officers in these posts 
than to have staff officers, 
Representative Vinson asked Admiral 
Nimitz to give the number of admirals in 
the Navy and the number that were em- 
ployed in sea and shore billets. Ile was 
informed that there are 67 admirals in 
the Navy, of whom, 27 are assigned to 
sea posts. Admiral Nimitz was asked to 
enumerate the various posts on shore oc 
cupied by admirals. He began with the 
Naval Districts and continued through to 
the Navy Department. The fact that five 
admirals are in the Office of Naval Opera 
tions seemed to impress the committee. 
Admiral Nimitz, turning for the mom 
ent to the basic selection law of 1916, told 
the committee that selection was original 
ly predicated on war-time requirements, 


and that the percentages of officers in 
rank, ranging from 1 per cent = for 


admirals up to 40 per cent for lieutenants 
(jz) and ensigns, is based on war-time 
requirements, 

This information had a startling effect 
on the committee. Chairman Vinson 
leaned forward and asked Admiral 
Nimitz if the statement was accurate. 
Upon being informed that it) was, Mr. 
Vinson expressed the greatest surprise 
and remarked that he has been under a 
mis-apprehension on the personnel situa 
tion, in that he had never been informed 
of the war-time character of the promo 
tion scheme, and remarked that Congress 
last year passed the Navy Line Selection 
Act without being aware that the percent 
ages in grade furnished by the Navy De 
partment as a basis for legislation were 
predicated on war-time requirements, 

Admiral Nimitz told the committee 
that the Navy must at all times operate 
under war-time ‘conditions. 

Admiral Nimitz justified the selection 
system by pointing out that when the 
United States entered the World War, 
there was practically no reserve of offi 
cers. He recalled that the former system 
of promotion, that of seniority, had cre 
ated a retired list of officers too old to be 
of any use to the Navy. This resulted in 
the induction into the officer personnel of 
the Navy of a number of civilians and en 
listed men, who eventually created the 
“hump” which has been the bane of the 
promotion system of the Navy. 

Admiral Nimitz declared, “Selection 
has done a very valuable thing for the 
Navy in giving us a reserve of officers.” 
He further stated that despite the criti 
cism that has been directed against the 
broad base and the narrow top of the 
Navy pyramid of promotion, the ratio 
should be retained in order to insure a 
reserve of oflicers, 

Chairman Vinson remarked, “This is 
the first time that I ever knew that the 
selection percentages were bused on war 
time figures.” 

Representative Darden asked Admiral 
Nimitz, “What particular situation 
makes its necessary for these officers 
(“repeaters”) to return to duty in Wash 
ington with such regularity’? Admiral 
Nimitz replied by enumerating a number 
of posts, among which are Budget Ofli 
cer and billets in the Bureau of Naviga 


tion, the occupants of which must have 
u great deal of experience and back- 


ground to fill adequately. Again Mr. Vin 
son brought forth his point against “re 
peaters,” commenting, “as a matter of 
fact there is more repeating in the Bureau 
of Navigation than in any other bureau,” 
Admiral Nimitz disagreed, and, concern 
ing Washington duty, declared, “I don’t 
think that Washington duty is so highly 
regurded that we have a waiting line. I 
would never come here voluntarily. 1 
would much prefer to stay on the West 


Coast or at sea.” 
Turning to Section 2 of the bill, 
Admiral Nimitz presented to the com 


mittee statistics showing the effect of the 
provision of the bill requiring that best 
fitted officers spend at least five out of 
every seven years at sea, He presented 
to the Committee a statement and table 





of relative numbers, the text of which 
will be found below. 

Taking up Section 38, which provides 
that members of the Naval Reserve may 
not hold civil jobs in the War or Navy 
Departments or their field agencies. 
Admiral Nimitz declared that if the bill 
were amended to eliminate Fleet Resery 
ists from the ban, he would be in accord 
with the proposal, 

Admiral Nimitz expressed full agree 
ment with Section 4 of the bill, which 
provides that a total of $850.00 be de 
ducted from the pay of each midshipman, 
to be given him on graduation for the 
purchase of necessary uniforms and pro 
vides further that if a midshipman is 
separated from the service prior to 
graduation, for any reason, the funds 
being reserved against his graduation 
would be returned to the Treasury. 

The text of the bill under discussion

Panama Highway 

The House this week passed the bill S 
2168, which authorizes the construction 
of a national highway between Chorrera 
and Rio Hato, Republic of Panama. The 
bill is designed to carry out one feature 
of the President's national defense pro 
gram and authorizes the appropriation of 
$1,500,000 for the coustruction work, 
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Financial Digest 

The President’s statement to the Press 
early in the week indicating disapproval 
of PWA strikes and purpose to uphold 
the law without change, resulted in the 
dismissal of thousands of reliefers, and 
sympathetic strikes by labor unions, In 
expressing disapproval, the President un- 
reservedly backed up Col, I’. C. Harring- 
ton, Relief Director, and Lt. Col. Brehon 
LB. Somervell, who, with military decision, 
had announced that strikers not returning 
to federal projects within five days would 
be dropped from the rolls and would take 
position at the foot of the list of appli- 
cants in order to obtain relief. President 
(Gireen, of the AFL, who first expressed 
sympath with the strikers because of the 
establishment of a security rather than 
the prevailing wage for workers, later 
denied that the strikes involving 75,000 
men, had been erdered by his organization 
and insisted that the proper course to 
pursue was to have Congress change the 
law. The New York and other State 
Federations of Labors adopted resolu- 
tions to this end. The CLO is even more 
strongly in favor of the strikes than the 
AFL, The statement of the resident 
was welcomed by industry which recalled 
that he refused to make any comment 
whutever upon the sit-down strikes, and 
thereby encouraged them, There is ex 
pectation of more discord to be precipi- 
tated by reliefers because 650,000 of them 
must be dropped under the provision in 
the law forbidding more than eighteen 
months of continuous employment. Also, 
under the law WPA wages in the northern 
and western states, where labor organiza- 
tion is strongest, must be cut in order to 
permit equalization of pay rates through- 
out the country. 

While bills have been introduced in 
Congress to meet the demands of the 
strikers, the opposition of the President 
to any change in the law will mean in 
aetion upon them. This will emphasize the 
attitude of the Administration, expressed 
by Colonel Harrington, that strikes 
against the Government cannot be 
tolerated. The unrest which is forecasted, 
may involve marches on Washington, and 
this is one of the reasons for the grow- 
ing disposition in Congress to adjourn as 
soon as possible. However, the President 
is insisting that neutrality legislation be 
enacted, This) cannot be accomplished 
Without prolonged debate. The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee declined by 
ao narrow majority to report a bill on this 
subject, and the President is considering 
severul moves which will cause Senate 
consideration, Before adjournment, it is 
probable the House will adopt the Smith 
resolution for an investigation of the 
operations of the Wagner Labor Relations 
Act and the character of administration 
of the law given by the National Labor 
Relations Board, The Administration is 
strongly against the adoption of this 
resolution. 

The Vresident wants Congress to 
authorize the latest spending-lending pro- 
eram, involving approximately 4 billion 
dollars, of which some S00 millions are to 
be disbursed during the current year. If 
this should be authorized, with the ap- 
propriation of 1.4 billions already made, 
the total for relief for the year will be 
approximately the same as that spent dur- 
ing the past fiscal year. Tlowever, there is 
strong opposition to the program in Con- 
gress. The Administration was forced to 
abandon its plan to loan 500 millions to 
South American Republics, and is now 
asking for 100 millions for this purpose. 
The House Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee voted to lay aside temporarily the 
proposed 745 million dollar expansion of 
the L’resident’s housing program, while 
the similar Senate Committee was hear- 
ing Secretary Wallace advocating the ap- 
propriation of 600 millions for rural se- 
curity projects. Witnesses also are being 
heard on the self-liquidating toll roads 
and bridges. The Railroads are objecting 
to the equipment loan feature of the pro- 
gram. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has postponed action upon the Ad- 
ministration’s recommendation to remove 
tax exemption from Government securi- 





ties, and has referred the matter to a sub 
committee which will consider it in con- 
nection with tax revision to be = con- 
sidered at the next session. Deferred until 
next session also are the bill relating to 
railroads, amendment of the Wagner Law 
and measures on other matters which the 
Administration proposed, The Senate has 
adopted an amendment to the Social Se- 
curity Act providing that the Federal 
Government contribute on a 2-1 basis with 
the states on pensions for the needy aged. 
If enacted, an additional annual appro- 
priation of from SO te 200 millions will 
he required, 

The situation of Congress may thus be 
summed up: It wants to adjourn. There 
fore, little legislation is likely to be en 
acted from now on. 





Merchant Marine 

Several precedents were set when the 
Maritime Commission opened bids July 
11 for construction of its C-1 type cargo 
vessel, an indeterminate number of which 
will be ordered after bids are canvassed 
if the quotations are found satisfactory. 
Bids, however, appeared rather high to 
observers who watched the openings, 

First precedent was the large number 
of bidders, 17, several of whom were from 
the West Coast, bidding for the first time 
on government construction. Several 
East Coast yards also entered bids for 
the first time. Second was the sensational 
decline in prices asked for diesel propul- 
sion machinery. A year ago the commis- 
sion had difliculty obtaining bids on diesel 
installations, and those yards which did 
quote for the most part asked several 
hundred thousand dollars more than for 
steam installation. This week's bids on 
diesel were in some cases less than $10, 
000 more than for steam-—this on ships 
costing more than $2,000,000 each. 

Bids will require much study due to the 
complicated methods of bidding. Three 
bids are invalid because of failure of bid 
ders to submit cheques or bid bonds. The 
remaining quotations must be carefully 
studied. A maximum of five ships will be 
awarded to any one yard, and prices sub 
mitted call for quotations on costs of con- 
structing one ship. unit price for two 
shins, and so, to unit price for five. 

Moreover, these successive unit prices 
were quoted on four different types of 
vessels: steam propelled (turbine) with 
shelter deck; steam propelled (turbine) 
with full seantling deck: diesel with 
shelter deck, and diesel with full seant- 
ling deck. 

Finally, both fixed and adjusted prices 
were quoted. 

Apparent low bidder was the Tampa 
Shipbuilding and Engineering  Co.. 
Tampa, Fla., already holder of commis 
sion contracts for other types of ships. 

It is significant that Tampa, alone of 
all bidders, asked more on an adjusted 
basis than on fixed price, and was not low 
on that basis. Among other factors com- 
plicating awards is the fact that West 
Coast yards are entitled to a six per cent 
differential, and that wards may be made 
to different yards on different types. 

The C-1 will be a single screw ship, of 
4,000 horsepower with a sea speed of 14 
knots. A crew of 48 will be carried and 
accommodations for eight passengers will 
he provided. Length will be 413 feet, 
breadth 60 feet, gross tonnage about 5, 
028 and net tonnage about 2,820. 

Seattle-Orient Line Abandoned 

The Maritime Commission Tuesday 
eancelled its contract with Pacifie North- 
west Oriental Line, Ine., under which it 
was to employ that company as maniging 
agent of a service between Puget Sound 
ports and the Far East. 

Withdrawal of the government from 
the proposed service was due to refusal 
of members of the Sailors’ Union of the 
Pacific (AFL) to register for employ- 
ment with U. S. Shipping Commissioners. 

Pioneer Bids Rejected 

Three proposals for private operation 
of the government-owned Pioneer Line 
have been rejected by the Maritime Com- 
mission. Action on a fourth offer, that of 
the American Export Lines to buy Pio- 


neer’s India service, has been deferred. 

The rejected bids were: 

Offer of United States Lines, to charter 
the 12 vessels of the line at $27,347.25 a 
mouth, and maintain the three services 
of the line—from Atlantic ports to the 
Far Kast, to India and to Australia. 

Offer of United States and Australasia 
Steramship Co. to purchase the goodwill 
and going concern value of the Australian 
service for $125,000 if granted an operat 
ing subsidy; for $85,000 without subsidy. 
The company offered to put six of its own 
vessels on the line. 

Offer of American Ixport) Lines to 
charter the India service at SO 534.54 a 
month. 

Action was deferred on American Ex 
port Lines’ offer to buy the India Service 
alone, with four ships, at S3804,000, 

The India service is the only one of the 
three on which the government is operat 
ing at a loss. 

Challenge Into Service 

The C-2 cargo vessel Challenge, first of 
the cargo vessels of the Maritime Com 
mission to be placed into service, began 
runs on the American Tlampton Roads 
Yankee Line route from North Atlantic 
ports to Europe this week, replacing the 
20-vear-old West Imboden. 

The Challenge was open to public in 
spection July 12 at Baltimore: July 14 at 
Norfolk: July 15 at Newport News. She 
will be open at Philadelphia July 1S and 
at Boston July 20, and will sail that day 
for urope. 





Squalus Raising Fails 

The breaking of moorings by which 
pontoons were fastened to the bow of the 
submarine Squalus caused the sunken 
vessel to dive again to the bottom of the 
Atlantic Ocean late Thursday after Navy 
salvagers had raised her bow to the sur- 
face and her stern within SO feet of top- 
side. 

The accident threatened the lives of 20 
Navy men who were close to the pon 
toons in two whalebouts of the salvage 
vessel Falcon, and promised to delay still 
longer the raising of the craft which sunk 
off Portsmouth, N. IL, May 28 with a loss 
of 26 lives. 

In one minute, seven dangerous weeks 
of preparation were all but nullified, and 
an examination will have to be made of 
the vessel to determine if she can be 
raised more easily or less easily from her 
new position. Rear Adm. Cyrus W. Cole, 
commandant of Portsmouth Navy Yard 
nnd director of salyage operations, stated 
that he thought two chains were. still 
under the Squatus’ stern, available for 
attaching pontoons. 

Ilis report on the raising, flashed after 
the accident, stated: “Lifted stern of 
Squalus with five pontoons about S5 feet 
lear of bottom. Then lifted bow with 
two pontoons, blowing batlast tanks for 
ward. Both pontoons came to surface 
followed by bow. Forward sling carried 
away and bow sank. One sling aft car 
ried away and two lower pontoons on 
sling surfaced. Stern sank with remain 
ing pontoons possibly in a damaged con 
dition. Think Squalus on even keel at 
bottom. Two chains still remain under 
stern.” 


Additional Military Land 

The House on Wednesday, July 12 
passed the bill, HR 5735, which author- 
izes the appropriation of $5,000,000) for 
the purchase of additional land at cleven 
Army posts. A similar bill, amended to 
include three additional posts, has al- 
ready passed the Senate. 





Pass Spanish War Promotion Bill 
The bill extending to officers below the 
rank of Colonel who served in the Span 
ish-American War the right to retire 
with the next higher rank was passed by 
the House on July 12. The bill has al 
ready passed the Senate. In passing the 
bill the Tlouse amended it to provide that 
oflicers receiving the advanced rank must 
have at least 30 years of service. The 
Senate will undoubtedly concur in’ the 
louse amendment and the bill will be 
sent to the President for his signature, 
The Senate committee yesterday took 
up the measure and disagreed with the 
Ifouse amendment requiring 30) years 
service and requested a conference, 
When the bill came up in the Touse 
Chairman May of the House Military 
committee offered an amendment extend 
ing the same advanced rank to officers 
of the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard. Iowever, Representative Vinson, 
chairman of the Naval committee, ob 
jected on the grounds that it was not 
vermmaine, and the amendment was lost. 





Reserve Benefits 
The Senate Military Affairs Commit 
tee vesterday reported favorably on the 
bill, I. BR. GOTO, which removes Reserve 
Officers on CCC duty from the benefits 
prescribed under recent legislation for 
Reserve officers on extended active duty, 
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Army Grades and Ratings 

SUBSTANTIAL increase in the 

grades and ratings on practically all 
arms and services of the Army is provided 
in a presidential order issued July 1. 
These increases call .for 67 additional 
master sergeants, 116 technical sergeants 
and first sergeants, 7 staff sergeants, 1,- 
024 sergeants and 269 corporals. Ratings 
henefit in the same way, and both grades 
and ratings are at the expense of the low 
est grade. 

There is no increase in totals of men 
in any branch, it was made clear, since 
the order merely readjusts men in the 
various grades. This adjustment has no 
connection with the forthcoming expan 
sion. Promotions in the Air Corps, Medi 
cal Corps and Coast Artillery Corps have 
already been made under the order and 
published in this week’s and last week’s 
issues of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL.

The Navy’s Heroic Divers 
Behind the rescue of the survivors of 
the crew of the Squalus and the raising 


of that submarine from the bottom off 
Portsmouth, N. HL, is more than seven 
weeks of gruelling, dangerous work by 
an unsung contingent of the United 


States seaforces--the Navy divers, 

Day in and day out, sometimes even at 
night, these trained men with iron nerves 
and iron constitutions, worked in relays, 
donning inflatable suits, rigid metal 
helmets with faceplates, weighted belts 
and weighted shoes, adjusting air valves 
and telephone connections and climbing 
over the side to descend to the Squalus 


440 feet below the surface of the At 
lantic. 
On the bottom, each diver was sub 


jected to a pressure equal to 106 pounds 
inch as compared with the 


per sqtlare 

litthe more than 14 pounds exerted on 
him at the surface. This meant that to 
nvoid) the dangerous caisson disease 


(bends) he must ascend very slowly, 
tuke 40 minutes to reach the surface, and 
even then must go immediately into a 
decompression chamber. With the ter 
rific pressure upon him, carrying a total 
weight of 200 pounds in his diving ap 
paratus alone, not counting any tools or 
working materials he may have, hamp 
ered by the necessity for utmost caution 


in preventing his lines from fouling, each 
diver could work only twenty minutes 
on the bottom. Tlowever, counting the 


time it takes to get into his suit, descend, 
ascend, and spend in the decompression 
chamber, each man consumed between 
four or five hours in order te put in 
twenty minutes work on the bottom, 

Navy divers are designated in three 
classes: master divers, divers first class, 
and divers second class. The first two 
classifications are graduates of the Div- 
ing School at the Washington Navy Yard 
and are qualified to descend to depths 
of 300 feet or more, In addition master 
divers are qualified to supervise the me 
chanical details of the diving operations. 
Divers second class are trained with the 
Fleet and are prohibited from diving to 
depths lower than 90) feet) exceept in 
emergencies, such as occured in the case 
of the Squalus. 


It is probably a popular conception 
that divers are highly paid specialists, 
but aetually their pay is very modest 
considering the dangerous work in 


which they engage and the possibility of 
their being permanently injured or their 
health imperiled. A navy man designated 
us a master diver receives $20 a month 
additional over the pay of his rating, a 
diver first class $15 a month, and a diver 
second $10 a month. In addition 
master divers and divers first re 
ceive five cents per foot for diving more 
than 100 feet, such additional pay not to 
exceed S100 per month. Also all three 
classes of divers receive $5 per hour in 
actual dives to depths greater than 90 
feet. While divers second class are gen 
erally prohibited from descending — to 
depths greater than 90 feet they are used 
in emergencies such as the Squalus case, 
in Which instances they receive the 35 
per hour above their $10 a month diving 
pay. 

Candidates for diving are not accepted 
if they are more than 30 years of age.

They must pass rigid physical examina 
tions, in which it must be demonstrated 
that they have good vision, are free of 
ear, heart or respiratory troubles, have 
no tendency to obesity, and be capable 
of withstanding hard physical strains. 
Furthermore, master divers and divers 
first class are automatically disqualified 
when they reach 40 years of age, but 
may continue divers second class.

Power 

President Roosevelt this week asked 
Congress to grant authority for “nego- 
tiated” contracts to permit completion of 
the expansion of the Army Air Corps 
within the two year program outlined 
in his national defense message. At the 
request of Assistant Secretary of War 
Louis Johnson, Representative Andrew 
J. May, Chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee, this week introduced a bill 
that would permit the War Department, 
until June 80, 141, to procure planes 
Without competitive bidding. 

Testifying as to the urgent need of the 
“negotiated purchase’ power, Assistant 
Secretary of War Louis Johnson was the 
first witness heard by the Committee. 
Ile was followed on the stand by Maj. 
Gen. H. HL Arnold, Chief of the Army 
Air Corps. Secretary Johnson told the 
Committee that unless the legislation is 
enacted, it will be impossible for the 
Army Air Corps to expand as authorized. 

Ile said that up until very receutly, he 
had been in complete opposition to the 
abridgement of the competitive — bid 
procedure for procurement, but that de 
velopments during the past few months 
have convinced him that it} will be im 
possible to bring the strength of the Army 
Air Corps up to 5500 planes by June 30, 
141, unless the competitive procedure is 
held in abeyance. 

He apologized to the committee for 
bringing such important and far reach 
ing legislition before Congress so late in 
the session, but pointed out that since the 
inauguration of the expansion program 
there has been agitation by the Army 
Air Corps to have such power granted the 
War Department. Tle declared the War 
Department would only use the authority 
requested in rare instances, 

Justifying the need for negotiated pur 
chuses, Secretary Johnson pointed out 
that the development of the program is 
divided into three phases, which should 
complement each other and reach con 
clusion at the same time. These are: 1, 
Planes “on the line,” 2. planes in “rotat 
ing reserve,” and, 8. induction into the 
Army Air Corps and training of pilots, 
mechanics and other personnel and the 
formation of tactical units, 

The committee liter voted to have a 
subcommittee appointed after Represen 
tative Thomason, Ilarter, and Smith 
blocked an attempt by Representative 
May to report the bill. The subcommittee 
Will make a study and is directed to bring 
out a compromise bill to set a limit to 
the amount which can be expended under 
negotiated contracts. It is) understood 
that another provision may be added 
making it necessary for the President to 
upprove such contracts.
